About thirty representatives from | tions 
the Fish and Game Associations of | sport fishing; 


Crossfield, Carstairs, Didsbury and 
Olds attended a meeting in the 
Lions’ Hall, Didsbury, on Thursday 
evening, November 23, to draft and 
consider resolutions to be submitted 
to the annual convention of the Al- 
berta Fish and Game Association, 
as a joint effort by the above Clubs, 
together With the Innisfail Associa. 
tion, Which was not represented at 
the meeting. 

When it is considered that the 
above five game associations have 
a combined membership of over 
1,000, the casual reader should 
recognize the opinions expressed as 
uuthoritative on fish and game 
matters, 

The following resolutions were 
drafted at the meeting, and while 
some changes may be made, they 
represent a tentative list of resolu- 
tions to be presented to the con- 
vention: 

FISHING 

WHEREAS there has been a prop. 
osal made to have the main fishing 
sueams throughout’ the Province 
open to fishing, and to alternate the 
closing of tributaries as fishing 
conditions permit; 

THEREFORE be it resolved that 
this proposal be endorsed. 

WHEREAS the opening of the 
lishing season in the northern and 
und southern parts of the Province 
have been on different dates, re- 
sulting in over-tishing of the areas 
closer to the boundary line; 

THEREFORE be it resolved that 
consideration be given to the open: 
ing and closing of the fishing sea- 
son in all parts of the Province on 
the same date, 

WHEREAS most of the under-siz- 
ed fish caught and released by 
unglers do not survive; 

THEREFORE be it resolved that 
the size limit on fish be abolished 
and all fish caught by an angler 
be considered in the daily aggre- 
gate, 

WHEREAS Dolly Varden or bull 
trout are not now considered as a 
game fish, with no season or bag 
limit imposed in Alberta; 

‘THEREFORE be it resolved that 
Doily Varden or bull trout be in- 
cluded as game fish in our fishing 
regulations,

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VOTE FOR THE WATER AND SEWER BY-LAWS 

The vote on the water and sewer by-laws, to pro- 
vide $22,000 to complete and extend the water system 
and $17,500 to complete the sewer system, will be held 
on Friday, December 15. All property owners of the 
Town can vote on the by-laws, and the polls will be 
open in the Town Office from 10:00 a.m. until 7:00 p.m. 

All ratepayers interested should read the by-laws 
carefully and if they do not understand any part of 
them, they should endeavor to get reliable information 
from town officials. 


Actually the by-laws must pass. Most of the work’! 


has been done, and must now be paid for. But nearly all 
citizens are happy about the whole set-up, outside of 
the long delay in getting the system in operation. Ori- 
ginally it was planned to spend $166,000 to provide a 
system for which only 60 water and sewer users would 
pay for in water and sewer rates, outside the added 
frontage tax. When construction got underway many 
more citizens wanted water and sewer facilities, and 
when the main construction was completed, it was 
found that 170 citizens wanted the water and sewer 
facilities of the town. 

Now that actual construction has been almost 
finished it has been found necessary to raise an addi- 
tional $39,500 to complete installation costs, and this is 
the sum that you are to vote for or against on Friday, 
December 15. However, when ratepayers consider that 
instead of 60 water and sewer users paying $166,000 
for the privileges, there will now be 170 users to pay 
$205,500, the complete cost of putting water and sewer 
facilities in Didsbury, they will no doubt realize that 
by voting in favor of the by-laws they are reducing the 
chances of the system being a paying proposition by 
almost two-thirds. At the same time they are making it 
possible at some future date to have lower water and 
sewer rates, although at the present time this step is 
not contemplated by Town authorities.

EDUCATION IN ALBERTA 


Andrew Stewart, the new president of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, says that out of 20,000 students who 
start school in this province each year, only 11,000 con- 
tinue up to Grade 9 and only 1,000 pass matriculation 
(Grade 12). Not all of the 1,000 go on to university. 

That means that only one out of 20 school students 
have the opportunity to go to university and probably 
one out of 25 take advantage thereof. 

The provincial university is an expensive institu- 
tion to maintain. It is also a very important institution. 
The question arises, however, if sufficient money is 
being spent and sufficient effort made to an increase 
and improve the education of those who do not, or can- 
not, go to university. After all this large group will

proved seeds and farming practices, 
etc., agricultural output in the U.S.

SEED GERMINATION 

If you expect to buy seed, sell 
seed, or plant seed you produce 
yourself, make sure that it is good 
seed and that it will grow, advises 
J. E. Birdsall, Supervisor of Crop 
Improvement. You may determine 
the purity and germination of the 
seed yourself, supply a sample to 
your elevator agent who will ar- 
range for a germination test and 
analysis, or send it to the Plant 
Products Division, Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, Calgary. 
For official grades, samples must 
be sent to the Plant Products Divi- 
sion. 


With frost damage over wide 
areas of Alberta this year, seed 
testing laboratories are likely to be 
; Working to capacity in the late 
winter and early spring. A wise pre- 
caution is to send your sample now 
in order to avoid delay when the 
information is needed. 

Seed produced in Alberta, especi.

Leaders of Calf Clubs have stated 
on many occasions that some of 
their members have had trouble in 
getting their calves to eat sufficient 
chop with the result that the calves 
are not fat enough to do themselves 
justice on the day of the show. In 
such cases the calif may lack good | 
beef type, 
at fault. 

The hand feeding of cattle for} 
fattening is not difficult’ for the 
professional feeder, but for the in- 
experienced person, the common} 
pitfall is to feed too liberally, parti- 
cularly at the start, or to make 
changes in quantity of mixture too | 
rapidly. Such feeding leads to re- 
duced consumption and slow gains, 
In hand feeding, any chop left in 
the trough twenty minutes after 
feeding should be removed, 

If the same person does the feed- 
ing each day, there is little diffieul- 
ty. However, if different persons are 
to do the feeding, or if the feeding 
schedule is not regular, the self- 
feeder method offers a solution as to

ALUMINIUM SCAFFOLD 


London, England, and its subur- 
ban community of Hampstead, lack 
the natural facilities such as snow 
and slopes which are normally as- 
sociated with ski-jumping contests 
or exhibitions. These factors gave 
added appeal to a spectacular ski- 
jumping display, held last March 
on Hampstead heath, The modern 
metal, aluminium, and an ancient 
product, Norwegian snow, united to 
make this display possible amid 
spring greenery. 

The meeting was originally sug 
gested by the Royal Norwegian 
Embassy and the design for a scaf- 
fold, which would provide the 
necessary slope, was prepared by 
Mills Seatfold Company Ltd. The 
scaffold design followed the pattern 
of those used in Norway, except 
that it required aluminium tubing 
instead of wood. The flexibility of 
the metal—strong as steel and 
weighing only half as much—to- 
gether with the ease and efliciency 
with which it could be assembled 
and dismantled, made aluminium 
an ideal material for this purpose

‘NEW DE-ICING EQUIPMENT 


A new de-icing unit has been de- 
veloped in Britain. It consists of 


porous panels, fitted along leading | 


edges of wing and tail surfaces of 
planes, through which a special de- 
icing fluid “Kilfrost” is forced. The 
panels are made of “Porosint’, a 
sintered bronze having millions of 
tiny pores, 


the winter is the freezing of dispos- 
al systems, And yet, he says, half 
an hours work in the fall can often 


, prevent this trouble. In most cases 


the pipes leading from the house to 
the septic tank freezes, while occa- 
sionally the outlet 
septic tank cause trouble, 

Very often, says Mr. Chesire, the 
trouble is caused by a path leading 
over some part of the disposal 
system. In this case the simplest 
cure is often to re-route the path so 
that it does not cross any of the 
pipes. Where this cannot be done, 
any means of introducing insula- 
tion between the path and pipe will 
help. Straw or shavings may be us- 
ed for this purpose. 

As a precaution and especially 
where a system is new, a covering 
of one or two feet of straw spread 
over the pipes, septic tank, and dis. 
posal field is worth while, This ad- 
ded insulation helps to conserve the 
heat in the system and prevents
